He has now returned to his native coun- 
try, and was desirous of telling his own 
story in the peperin which he had been 
calumniated.

Sir—We feel it a duty incumbent 
on us, as chief officers of the ship Hol- 
land Trader, of New-York, Two Broth- 
ers of New-Bedford, and Nepiune of 
Portland, to inform you of our arrival in 
this Depot as prisoners of war, from 
Rochefort, which -place we left on the 
7th of December last. We think it need-

pave saved me the trouble of making this 
cofy.—Here are likewise copies of the 
jecters received from him. Whatever 

etters my fellow citizens—fellow prison- 
ers wrote, L have no copies of. 

Lest the allusion to the vice consul at 
Calais in our letter of the 7th September 
to gen. Armstrong should appear some- 
what misterious, | will explain to you.— 
When Gen. Armstrong was in Arras, on 
his way to Holland, on the 31st July and 
first of August last—John Wyle, John 
Taubman, Thomas Copping and myself 
obtained liberty from the commandant to 
go out of the citadel and waited on his 
excellency.—He informed us that he had 
jaid in a claim for the release of 103 A- 
mericans who were detained as prison- 
ers in France, this demand he said he had 
made about four days prior to that—and 
told us that in case the reclamation 
should be forwarded to the emperor in 
Germany for his decision, lt would be 
answered in about twelve days—and from 
the disposition which the French govern- 
ment then manifested towards America, 
he did not doubt of its being favourable. 

We asked him whether, ir the event 
of our being unfortunately detained a lon- 
ger time than from this information we 
had reason to expect, he would give us 
any pecuniary assistance—he said he was 
not authorised to give us any thing, but 
in this case we must write to the Amer- 
ican Vice Consul at Calais, who would 
advise with him, and that he (General 
Armstrong) would endeavour to put him 
(the Vice Consul) in a way to relieve us 
without his (General Armstrong) taking 
any responsibility on himse/f. So much 
for screening Ministeria/, at the expence 
of Consular or rather Vice Consular re- 
sponsibility. 


Paris, 10th Noy. 1809. 


Dear Parents, 
When you consider the channels 


through which I have sent my letters of 


the 13th Sept. and 28th October, and re- 
flect for a moment on my present situa- 
tion, you will easily imagine the reason 
of my not having been more explicit. 
That worthy friend so often mention- 
ed in my !<tters to you, and who ought 
to be held in the highest respect and es- 
timation by every true American, has, 
from principles of the most disinterested 
fricndship for his follow-citizens, so far 
succeeded in alleviating my distresses 
as to obtain permission for me to come 
from Arras, here, and I ara now enjoying 
the liberty of this city on his security— 
and while there remains one spark of 
gratitude unexstinguished in the human 
breast, I shall be animated towards this 
my benefactor, with the most lively sen- 
sations of thankfulness. Still there are, 
Iam sorry to say, men, base enough to 
wish to injure such goodness, and by 
whom the virtues of this philanthropist 
are deemed as crimes. Such is aman 
whom I have likewise mentioned in my 
letters to you, who, instead of fulfilling 
his diplomatic functions in a manner to 
do Lonor to the country he was placed 
rehresent, as did our Franklin 
and some of his successors, exhibits con- 
tinu ily such traits of character, as con- 
firms me in the opinion which was enter- 
tained of him by theauthor of the famous 
penegyric on Colonel Burr a book I 
have somewhere seen, and which, if my 
memory serves was published at Phila- 
deiphia, in 1803, under the name ot 4- 
ristides. His interference with private 
persons, and private sentiments has in- 
jured many who were entitled to his pro- 
tection, and some are now actually suf- 
fering in consequence of his meddling 
ofticiousness in matters which did not 
concern him, or ifthey did concern him, 
it was his duty to serve and protect the 
individuals instead of persecuting them.

However the compromise offer- 
ed (as you will see by the conversation I 
had with Capt. Merihew)—must not 
be taken in its most charitable sense as I 
have befure hinted, it is not intended ei- 
ther for the good of my body or the ben- 
elitot my soulmbut in my humble opin- 
ion would be made a Catsfaw not to draw 
‘, but to draw some one else zn-to 
the tire of malicious and vindictive rage. 

Tl are unfortunately, men in the

Prepared as I now am, my dear father, 
for every thing, save effectual protection 
and pecuniary support, from the Ameri- 
can Representative, except which noth- 
ing couid surprize me, Ih consequence 
of the pubiicity you have given to my 
history. You have here my consent to 
publish this supplemeut, if you think it 
will answer the public any good purpose : 
but as there are many grammiatical er- 
rors in it owing to a want of finish in my 
education, which your honest mediocrity 
could not afford, it would be as well to 
geet some learned friend to give it a dres- 
sing before it can be placed in opposition 
to the ciogquent author of the anonymous 
letters, addressed to the American army 
in March, 1783.

From the New York Commerciai Advertiser. 
On the 6th of October last, captain Samuel 
Green, of the ship Polly, bound from this portto 
Falmouth, was captured by a French privateer, 
about ten or twelve leagues S. W. of the Scilly 
Islands. The commander of the privateer, after 
plundering the ship of many valuable articles, 
took away all the ship’s crew, excepting capt. 
G. and his apprentice ; and put on board a prize- 
master and tour men, with orders to conduct the 
ship into the nearest port ef France or Spain — 
On the 9th, having sailed 3 days for the French 
coast, capt. Green seized a favorable moment, 
when two of the Frenchmen were asleep in the 
cabin, and when two more bad just gone bel W, 
to recapture the ship. He inst antly sprang for- 
ward, nailed the cabin doors, fastencd the com- 
panion, bolted the hatch over the sky-hght, and 
secured the man at the helm. ‘Thus, once more 
masier of his ship, he wore her round, and steer- 
ed tor the nearest port of England or Ireland.
